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Mr.  Chairman, 

Reports  on  the  Health  of  the  district  for  the  years  1939-40-41-42-43 
are  given  herewith.  These  years  are  war  years.  Air  raid  precautions, 
and  the  government  evacuation  scheme  each  brought  its  own  problems. 
The  impact  of  a  poorer  section  of  city  dwellers  on  the  rural  population 
was  most  memorable  in  its  effects.  Verminous  conditions  are  relatively 
rare  in  the  Rural  District  but  evacuation  led  to  a  decided  increase. 
The  knowledge  of  food  values  may  not  be  any  more  widespread  among 
the  rural  population  but  habit,  due  to  environment,  would  indicate, 
that,  in  practice,  the  rural  population  feeds  better.  The  greatest  trial 
to  the  rural  population  was  the  relatively  large  number  of  the  evacuated 
children  who  were  not  cleanly  in  their  habits.  Much  of  this  was  due  to 
lack  of  sphincter  control  caused  by  the  abnormal  conditions  associated 
with  evacuation.  Apart  from  verminous  conditions,  there  is  no  evidence 
that  evacuation  has  led  to  any  abnormal  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
the  ordinary  notifiable  infectious  diseases;  measles  and  whooping  cough 
were  made  notifiable  in  November,  1939,  and  this  may  be  a  means  of 
testing  how  far  the  change  of  environment  varies  the  seasonal  onset 
of  the  characteristic  large  city  epidemics  of  these  children’s  diseases. 
Analyses  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  notifications  are  given  later 
in  the  report. 


Scabies. — So  far  as  this  country  is  concerned  is  a  disease  associated 
with  war.  It  was  common  among  soldiers  in  the  last  war  and  was  carried 
by  them  to  the  civilian  population  usually  when  home  on  leave. 
Although  evacuation  from  the  cities  began  just  about  the  beginning 
of  the  war,  many  of  the  evacuated  children  suffered  from  scabies.  In 
peace  time  scabies  is  a  disease  practically  unknown  in  the  Rural  District. 
In  an  ordinary  intelligent  and  cleanly  person  cure  of  Scabies  can  be 
reasonably  easy,  but  in  another  type  cure  can  be  most  difficult.  It  is 
this  difference  in  the  problem  which  makes  control  so  difficult.  The 
Scabies  Order,  1941,  gives  compulsory  powers  for  cleansing  and  treat¬ 
ment,  but  the  application  of  the  Scabies  Order  in  a  Rural  District  can 
be  most  difficult.  Very  few  Rural  Districts,  especially  of  the  scattered 
kind  such  as  this,  possess  the  means  for  cleansing  or  treatment.  The 
villages  are  scattered  and  the  distance  from  a  reasonable  centre  can 
be  quite  great.  Removal  and  retention  in  hospital  of  evacuee  children 
was  quite  easy  but  the  problem  was  insurmountable  in  the  case  rf  an 
adult  or  of  older  children.  The  infirmary  of  the  County  P.A.C.  at  Oundle 
was  used  for  most  cases  requiring  institutional  treatment.  An  arrange¬ 
ment  with  Stamford  Borough  was  made  for  the  treatment  of  rural 
district  residents  working  there  and  for  residents  of  the  villages  of  Easton, 
Collyweston  and  Duddington.  This  arrangement  has  worked  well. 
Most  cases  of  scabies  are  treated  at  home,  and  done  intelligently,  home 
treatment  can  be  very  satisfactory. 
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Birth  Rate. — In  the  five  years  of  this  report  there  has  been  some 
variation  in  the  method  of  calculating  rates.  This  has  been  rendered 
necessary  by  the  unusual  conditions  caused  by  war.  The  variations, 
however,  are  intended  to  give  a  more  standard  picture  than  if  these 
variations  were  not  used.  Numbers  of  births  and  a  series  of  rates  are 
given  below,  these  in  conjunction  with  a  table  at  the  end  of  the  report 
give  a  fairly  comprehensive  picture  of  the  birth  rate  trend.  A  still  birth 
is  defined  “  still  born  and  still  birth  shall  apply  to  any  child  which  has 
issued  forth  from  its  mother  after  the  28th  week  of  pregnancy  which 
did  not  at  any  time  after  being  completely  expelled  from  its  mother 
breathe  or  show  any  other  signs  of  life.”

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Death  Rate. — Below  are  given  the  number  of  deaths  and  a  table 
of  death  rates  per  1,000  of  population.  For  the  years  1939  and  1940 ; 
a  comparability  Factor  has  been  given  so  that  Crude  Death  Rate  X 
Comp  Factor=Standard  Death  Rate.  The  necessity  of  this  factor  for 
the  purposes  of  comparison  is  due  to  an  unequal  distribution  of  age 
groups  and  also  to  a  lesser  degrees  of  the  sexes.  For  example:  Bourne¬ 
mouth  and  Cheltenham  are  more  likely  to  have  a  greater  number  in 
the  older  age  groups  than  say  Coventry  or  Wigan,  where  most  are  of 
the  earning  ages.  So,  also  most  rural  districts  will  have  a  greater  number 
in  the  older  age  groups  than  urban  manufacturing  districts.  Females 
have  a  greater  expectation  of  life  than  males.

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Cancer. — The  number  of  deaths  for  the  years  of  the  report  are 
given  in  the  Table  of  causes  of  death  for  the  nine  years,  1935-1943. 
Cancer  was  the  cause  of  11.5  per  cent,  of  the  male  deaths,  and  13.6  per 
cent,  of  the  female  deaths. 

Infectious  Diseases. — An  inquiry  was  held  in  January,  1939,  at 
Wellingborough,  and  an  order  made  for  the  formation  of  the  East 
Northamptonshire  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board  as  from  October, 
1939.  This  meant  the  closing  of  the  Oundle  Isolation  Hospital  and 
keeping  Wellingborough  to  serve  the  whole  area  thus  formed.  Welling¬ 
borough  is  nearer  the  centre  of  the  mass  of  population  formed  by  the 
Joint  district  but  that  is  its  only  merit  over  Oundle,  otherwise  the 
decision  could  have  been  made  by  the  tossing  of  a  coin  instead  of  the 
formality  of  an  inquiry.  The  ideal  is  one  Isolation  Hospital  for  the 
whole  Administrative  County  and  County  borough. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — By  sec.  177,  P.H.A.,  1936,  a  local 
authority  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry,  provide  a  temporary 
supply  of  medicine  and  medical  assistance  for  the  poorer  inhabitants 
of  their  district.  By  circular  2230  issued  December,  1940,  the  Ministry 
gave  approval  to  all  authorities  to  provide  Diphtheria  immunisation 
free  of  charge  provided  the  arrangements  were  under  the  general  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  County  Council,  not  being  a 
local  authority,  is  however  the  authority,  for  dealing  with  children  from 
birth  to  school  leaving  age  by  virtue  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Act  and  by  virtue  of  being  the  Education  authority.  A  conference  was 
held  at  the  County  Hall  on  19th  December,  1940,  between  the  County 
Medical  Officers  and  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  various  local  authorities 
in  the  County.  So  far  as  this  area  is  concerned,  I  agreed  to  do  mass 
immunisation  at  Ringstead  Hargrave  and  Chelveston,  the  County  doing 
the  other  villages  either  at  the  Welfare  Clinics  or  at  the  schools.  The 
method  of  Immunisation  was  by  two  injections  at  monthly  intervals 
of  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  supplied  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  It  is  believed  that  satisfactory  immunisation  of  a  community 
can  be  secured  by  80  per  cent,  inoculations  under  the  age  of  15.

Laboratory  Facilities. — Routine  bacteriological  diagnosis  is  now 
done  by  the  Bacteriologist  at  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Northampton  General  Hospital.  This  Laboratory  is  worked  by  the 
Medical  Research  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Payment 
is  made  by  the  Council  of  a  fixed  sum  yearly,  this  sum  being  based  on 
an  average  period  over  a  series  before  the  Medical  Research  Council 
took  over.  The  sum  is  actually  £12  17s.  9d.  Water  analyses  are  done 
at  Cambridge  by  Dr.  Greenburgh,  Milk  examinations  are  done  by  the 
County  Council  laboratory  at  Northampton. 

Milk  Supplies. — The  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  inter  alia, 
demands  that  all  County  Sanitary  authorities  shall  keep  a  register  of 
cowkeepers  and  dairymen,  and  Sec.  22,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
gives  the  authority  power  to  cancel  or  refuse  registration  in  cases  of 
default.  Nevertheless,  a  milk  producer  can  get  a  retail  licence  from  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board  for  the  asking.  It  is  quite  possible  that  registra¬ 
tion  under  the  scheme  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  does  not  effect 
the  requirements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  of  1926,  that  all  persons 
carrying  on  the  trade  of  cowkeeper  and  dairyman  and  all  premises 
used  as  dairies  shall  be  registered  with  the  local  authority.  Yet  there 
is  quite  a  good  number  of  cowkeepers  and  dairymen  in  the  district  who 
believe  that  registration  with  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  is  sufficient. 
The  existence  of  two  independent  licensing  authorities  can  make 
administration  difficult. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is  likely,  in  future,  to  be 
the  ultimate  authority  to  control  the  cleanliness  of  Milk  Production. 
Whatever  the  authority  given  control,  the  abolition  of  dual  control, 
can  be  meritorious.

Meat  Inspection. — The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  came  into 
force  in  October,  1939.  The  emergencies  of  war,  however,  have  caused, 
in  practice,  the  control  of  meat  to  pass  from  Local  Authorities  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  The  system  of  many  registered  or  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  is  utterly  to  be  condemned.  A  central  abattoir  would  lead  to 
more  efficient  inspection  and  thus,  to  a  great  advance  in  hygiene.  More¬ 
over,  there  would  be  far  better  control  to  ensure  that  the  animals  were 
humanely  slaughtered.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  system  enforced  by 
war  will  remain  when  the  war  is  over.  A  system  perpetuating  so  many 
registered  or  licensed  slaughter-houses  is  an  anachronism. 

General  Hospital  and  Ambulance  Services. — The  district  is 
reasonably  well  supplied  by  neighbouring  towns.  Islip  is  the  only  part 
of  the  district  possessing  an  ambulance  of  its  own.  Most  likely  after 
the  war,  the  ambulance  services  will  be  regulated  by  a  central  authority. 
Northamptonshire  Urban  districts  have  a  surfeit  of  ambulances  and 
Rural  Districts  benefit. 

Nursing. — All  the  villages  have  service  from  the  Northampton¬ 
shire  District  Nursing  Association. 

General  Hospitals. — Northampton,  Kettering,  Peterborough, 
Stamford  and  Uppingham  Hospitals  are  all  used  for  ordinary  surgical 
medical  purposes.  The  Manheld  Hospital,  Northampton,  serves  for 
Orthopaedic  treatment. 

Water  Supplies. — The  two  main  supplies  are  both  filtered  and 
chlorinated.  Samples  for  analysis  have  been  taken  frequently  and  have 
been  proved  to  be  uniformly  good,  and  of  the  highest  class  of  purity. 
Most  of  the  private  public  supplies  are  unreliable.  They  do  not  give 
consistantly  good  analyses.  These  originating  in  the  surface  limestone 
are  dangerous,  being  liable  to  pollution  from  sites  more  than  a  mile 
away.  When  other  supplies  become  available  these  supplies  should 
cease  to  be  used.  If  not  chlorinated  these  waters  should  be  boiled  before 
being  used  for  domestic  purposes. 

Sewerage. — -There  is  nothing  new  to  report  but  activity  in  exten¬ 
sions  is  likely  to  occur  pari  passu  with  house  building  activity  after 
the  war.  Slop  water  from  houses  in  the  smaller  villages  run  into  neigh¬ 
bouring  streams.  The  recent  dry  seasons  have  caused  the  water  of  the 
slops  to  run  into  the  ground  and  the  solids  to  remain  as  a  sludge  close 
to  the  point  of  entry  into  the  stream — thus  creating  a  nuisance. 

Scavenging. — Refuse  is  collected  in  the  large  villages.  Details 
are  given  at  the  end  of  this  report.

Sir, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  whole  of  the  District 
for  the  years  1939,  1940,  1941,  1942  and  1943. 

Water  Supplies. — The  Two  Regional  Supply  Schemes  have 
maintained  a  satisfactory  water  supply  for  the  18  parishes  connected 
therewith,  but  26  parishes  are  still  without  adequate  supplies. 

During  the  five  years  107  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  Chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination,  of  which  50  were  returned  as  un-satis 
factory  chiefly  from  private  wells  and  springs;  37  regional  samples  were 
taken,  33  of  which  were  returned  as  satisfactory. 


Sewer  and  Sewage  Disposal. — -Of  the  51  parishes  comprising 
the  Rural  Area,  10  only  have  a  water-carriage  system  and  disposal 
points. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. — There  is  no  general  system 
of  scavenging  in  force  for  the  whole  of  the  Area,  20  parishes  only  have  a 
periodical  collection,  19  by  direct  labour. 


Housing. — Owing  to  war  conditions,  housing  progress  is  limited 
to  1939,  when  89  dwelling-houses  were  erected,  25  by  private  enterprise 
and  64  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  19  cottages  were  reconstructed 
and  made  fit. 

Licences  under  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2090  (Temporary 
occupation  for  Agricultural  Workers)  have  been  issued  witli  respect 
to  six  unfit  cottages. 

Sixteen  cottages  for  Agricultural  workers  were  under  construction 
at  the  end  of  the  year  (1943).

Milk  Supply. — There  are  190  registered  cowkeepers  and  producers 
of  Milk,  and  nine  registered  retailers,  some  36  new  premises  were  added 
to  the  register,  four  supplementary  Licences  in  accordance  with  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936,  were  renewed  each  year.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

During  1943.  The  Ministry  of  Food  issued  an  Infestation  Order 
calling  for  a  survey  of  areas  as  regards  infestation  with  Rats  and  Mice, 
and  transferred  the  responsibility  with  respect  to  all  Agricultural  land 
and  premises  to  County  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committees. 

The  survey  is  in  progress,  all  probable  premises  have  been  circulated, 
and  posters  distributed,  but  only  isolated  cases  of  infestations  have  been 
reported,  all  of  which  have  been  investigated  and  treated.
